Washington Citt, J une 22.—A high 
official of the government is stated to have 
■aid: 
Admiral J ouett’s last dispatches indicate 
that there will be trouble in Central Amer­ 
ica very soon, unless something is clone to 
prevent it. 
Tne matter ha* not come before 
ihe executive for consideration, 
because 
there has 
been 
no 
occasion 
for 
it. 
But 
I 
can 
say 
this 
much, 
the 
principle enunciated by the president in bis 
instructions to the secretary of the navy 
touching the occupation of Aspinwall and 
Pauama will be strictly adherei to. 
The 
United States will not permit irresponsible 
persons in any country to endanger the 
fives and property of our own citixeus by 
revolutionary organizations against the local 
governments. 
To put down Preston was 
made a great 
departure from the us­ 
age of the country in respect to our diplo­ 
matic relations with other nations. 
If a 
¡dmilar condition occurs again the same au­ 
thority will be used. 
It may as well be 
known now that while there is no annexation 
scheme mtended, nor has any system of per­ 
manent garrisons in the troubled states 
been considered, whatever the emergency 
demands will be done. 
Beyond that I do 
not wish to sav, for it would be the merest 
speculation. 
The American nation roust 
maintain the dignity of it* position. 
That 
is true Democratic doctrine. 
The only 
thing I wish to state positively touching 
the policy of the government in regard 
to its foreign relation* i* this: It pro­ 
poses 
to 
exercise 
a 
proper 
in­ 
fluence 
in 
the 
affairs 
of 
other 
states wherever that influence is required, 
that should be commensurate with our posi­ 
tion among the nations. Circumstances will 
develop our foreign policy. 
It will be regu­ 
lated by the necessities or the event and will 
be guided and directed upon the higest hu­ 
manitarian principles, and J n accordance 
with the needs of Anglo-Saxon civilization. 
This is all that needs to be said. 
The United States steamship Iroquois has 
been ordered to Guayquil, Ecuador, to pro­ 
tect American interests. 
Although nothing 
could be ascertained as to the particular 
reasons for sending the Iroquois to Ecuador, 
it is thought that this action on the part of 
the authorities is a forerunner for another 
peremptory demand for the release of Santos. 
There seems to be no reason to doubt that 
the Ecuador authorities have treated the 
former demand of the government with 
contempt. 
LHe is an American citizen about whose 
imprisonment there has been much corre­ 
spondence. 
Though J ulio has never taken 
anv part in the revolution or politic» of Ec­ 
uador. he was accused of keeping firearms 
in his house. 
A mock trial was held and 
some of the witnesses paid and others tor­ 
tured to perjure. 
All of these witnesses 
were of the worst class of people in Ecuador 
belonging to the present government. 
San­ 
tos was naturalized 
and lived 
in 
the 
United States 
fourteen years from the 
time he was 11 years old. 
He has lived in 
Ecuador for five years, but never renounced 
his citizenship in the United States. A large 
store belonging to J ulio’s brother, contain­ 
ing $70,000 worth of goods, was broken open 
and the soldiers allowed to rob. 
All the 
contents of the house were also robbed and 
the doors of the building broken open with 
axes. 
Th* da inn go amounted to $150,000. 
May 18, 1885, it was reported that Santos 
was to be released, but in the last day or 
two it has been stated that he will bo held.] 


Looking Through the Papers. 


W a s h in g t o n City, J uno 2 2 .—Quito a 
number of Democratic congressmen are 
complaining because they are not allowed 
the same privileges in the postofflce depart­ 
ment that they were allowed when the post­ 
master general was a Republican. 
It u*ed 
to be permitted to congressmen to run into 
the appointment division and tell the clerks 
that they wanted to see the papers in the 
case of the office at Blank, and without more 
ado the papers were laid before them. 
N'*w 
there is a rigid order that papers shall not 
be shown anybody except on order of the 
postmaster general or the first assistant 
The postmaster general’s order was pro­ 
mulgated just after two little accident, 
which resulted from letting the congress­ 
men see all the papers in the case* of a 
couple of po-toffiees. 
One of these offices is 
in Illinois. A congressman from that » tat* 
browsed through the papers in the case, an 1 
am >ng the letters filed for one of tho ean- 
di Into.—a gentleman he himself intended 
to recommend—he found a telegram asking 
another Illinois gentleman in Washingt *n 
to be kind enough to fllo the papers, as he 
would understand 
without 
explanation 
why the office should be secured with­ 
out the holp of the congressman who was 
then looking over the papers. 
The other postofflce was in Iowa. 
The 
commission of the Republican incumbent 
had expired, and the congressman for ihe

P it t s b urg , J une 22.—It is predicted that 
before tho end of the present week, every 
largo iron mill in this district will be in op­ 
eration. 
On Saturday twentyflve, or more 
than one-half the mills in tho two divisions 
of tho Pittsburg district, wero in operation.

on Tuesday, while 
those

N ew Y ork, J une 22.—Mr. Beecher’s text 
for Sunday morning’s sermon in his seriei 
on Theological Evolution was the 3i verso of 
the iii chapter of J ohn: J esus answered and 
said unto him, verily, verily, I say unto 
you, except a man be born again he cannot 
see the kingdom of God. 
The sermon was devoted to showing that 
the 
great 
“ executive 
doctrines” 
of 
Christianity, as Mr. Beecher termed them, 
were 
not 
abrogated 
by the 
accept­ 
ance of the theory of evolution, as applied 
to religion. 
Men were born into low stages 
of existence. 
They developed into compara­ 
tively high stages through successive unfold­ 
ings, but they were far from the spiritual 
ideaL 
They needed to be born again, to re­ 
pent, to be regenerated by tho influence of 
the divine spirit, and thus Christ called men 
not only from grass and animal lives to a 
moral life, but taught them that beyond 
even a moral life there was the life of 
spirituality into which they must be born. 
The 
plant 
had grown from the seed 
in 
darkness 
and moisture, 
but light 
and» 
warmth 
were 
indispensible 
to 
its 
higher 
and 
completing 
stages 
of growth. 
Christ taught 
us 
that of 
those thus born again to higher natures is 
the kingdom of God; and He also taught us 
that the kingdom of God is a moral condi­ 
tion, and that anybody that reaches up to 
that moral condition is a member of that 
kingdom. 
Having thus aligned the doctrine of re­ 
generation with the theory of evolution, 
Mr. Beecher touched upon the doctrine of 
baptism considered as a regenerating force, 
or a washing away of sin inherited from 
Adam, and said: 
It is an innocent delusion, since there is 
no such thing as Adam’s sin in an infant 
Parents feel that their child on the point 
of death would be safer if baptized. 
I pay 
great respect to that sentiment, and I would 
baptize any child; not because I thought it 
made the t>figntest difference with the child, 
but because it would be a great comfort to 
the parent. 
I can understand the feeling, 
to say nothing of having some of it myself. 
The same is true of adult baptism; as a 
regenerating force it has no favor at 
alL 
When a man receives baptism, he may 
have associated with it 
such a notion 
of the beginning of a new life that he will 
bring to bear his own volunteer force within 
himself, and from that hour be may go on 
better and better, and so baptism may do 
him good; but as a priestly office, as divine 
power transmitted through a physical ord­ 
nance, it has no power whatever. 
In this connection Mr. Beecher denied 
that scienoe negatived the idea of revivals 
in religion. 
On the contrary, the quicken­ 
ing of individual minds and natures by the 
reflex influence of 
feeliug 
and 
senti­ 
ment among 
largo 
masses 
or 
com­ 
munities of 
men 
was 
a 
recognized 
fact in regard to business, art, learning and 
other departments of life. 
Mr. Beecher 
thus claimed that the four great executive 
doctrines of Christianity, namely the » in- 
fulneas of man, the necessity for regenera­ 
tion, the operation of the holy spirit, and 
tho coming of men into holiness by the aid 
of this spirit, were untouched by the new 
view of religion, and retained their potency 
when preached in simplicity and earnest­ 
ness, and oontinuod: 
Those sublime theologians,

SUFFERING FROM DEBIL IT Y. 


Gen. Grant's Weakncsa Increa sing —Ap­ 
prehension a t the Mountain Cottage. 
Mount McG regor, N. Y ., J une 2 2 .—Gen. 
Grant did not leave his room until nearly I 
o’clock Sunday, but he bad then been re­ 
freshed by nearly nine hours sleep, the best 
rest he hits hud since coming hero. 
The 
night, although broken by frequent recur­ 
rence of coughing, was a comparatively 
quiet one. Both the family and Dr. Douglas 
enjoyed uninterrupted rest. 
The doctor 
found on visiting the general at 7 o’dockdn 
tho 
morning 
that 
there 
had 
been 
annoying secretions in the throat which 
was then somewhat clogged. 
Thera was 
no change in the usual aymptons, except 
that the pulse was a little below the normal 
condition. 
The simple manipulation of the 
throat by cleansing and cocoaine applica­ 
tions remedied this deficiency and from 
them until noon the general had several 
long uaps. 
He spoke in a husky whisper, 
but audibly when he awoke. 
His first venture out of doors did not last 
long. 
The next time ho appeared, an hour 
in-door rest having intervened, ho carried a 
writing pad. 
His chair was moved to a 
sheltered spot and he began to write as soon 
as be was seated. Mrs. Grant, CoL and J esse 
Grant and Dr. Douglas stood on the porch 
watching him from a little distance. 
When 
ho had written for half an hour he seemed 
for the first time to notice that any one was 
near. 
Then he passed the writing sheets to 
Col. Grant and said something. 
All that 
could be made out was that he wanted tho 
sheets inserted in the proof of hLs book. His 
voice already hod sunk to a mere breath, 
and after that he did not attempt to use it 
The afternoon train fram Haratoga brought 
two car loads of sight-seers. Many of them, 
spying out the general, filed past the east 
side of the porch where the general sa t 
He 
returned their salutes and was tho object of 
their gaze for some time. 
Almost all the rest of the daylight ho was. 
in the same place on the porch. 
There was 
no attempt as formerly at walking about, 
beyond such efforts as were necessary to 
take him to his room two or throe times. 
His last apjoarance outside was for an hour 
Itefore sunset. 
The thermometer then indi­ 
cated 70 degree*. 
Ho catno out wrapped in 
a heavy overcoat. 
The upturned collar 
reached to his hat as ho sat down. 
Before 
dark he had retired to his room. 
Ho was at 
that time exhausted without being sleepy. 
Tho work of the revision of the proofs had 
taxed his strength and excited his mind. 
The doctor said there was no special ap­ 
prehension for the night, but that the gen­ 
eral suffered from debility, and the outlook 
was only fair- 
Gen. Grant could not sleep 
until 10:3« ), two hours after he was prepared 
for the night. 
Severe coughing, attended 
by unusual pain in the affected region, called 
for special attention from the doctor and 
nur» e. 
It was not until tho throat had been 
repeatedly cleansed and'coated with cocoa- 
i» *q and an extra quantity of morphine had 
been injected, that relief came.

After a quick translantic pas­ 
sag e the prim a donna cannot put up with 
the reg ular Welsh train, the pace of that 
conveyance being , it seems, a sort of raarkat- 
g oing jog , with halts made whenever the 
eng ineer or g uard wants to chat with so me 
of his numerous relatives along the roa 1. 
Abo ut 4 o ’clo ck in the afterno o n, Cray 
statio n being near, where vve were to leave 
the train, a ro ar and a crash were heard 
away to o ur rig h t 
“That’s the Krupp,” ex ­ 
plained Madame Patti, and she went o n to 
tell us th at the head keeper always fired it 
in salute whenever she returned ho me. 
At 
Cray, which is but a mile o r so fro m the 
castle, we fo und a do *en o r so carriages o f

There were arches o f 
flo wers acro ss the ro ad, mo re arches at the 
castle gat» « , flags flying, flo wer» filling the 
air, guns bo o ming and peo ple sho uting, un­ 
til we began to appreciate the fact that 
Patti was la diva a t her ho me as well as o n 
the stage. 
As so o n as Patti s 
carriage 
turned into the driveway the band struck 
up “Ho me, Sweet Ho me.” 
The tears came 
into Patti’s eyes then, and I remembered 
her farewell singing o f th at so ng in Amer­ 
ica. 
DINNER AT THE CASTLE. 
Fcotmen in livery were stationed on the 
porch and assisted madame—as I find she is 
always called here—and her five g uest* to 
alig ht. There was a marked absence of 
ceremony, and every one was made to feel 
at home at once. 
Wood fires burned in the 
g reat open fire-place« , and there were maids 
and men servants in every froom, while the 
unpacking was g oing , on. 
At dinner, over 
which Patti presided with wonderful g race 
and tact, there were fireworks and music by 
a band from Swansea, the festivities con­ 
tinuing until midnig ht. At 9 o’clock the 
nex t morning breakfast was served m the 
conservatory. 
Madame looked as fresh and 
happy as a child. No sooner was breakfast 
beg un than the footman broug ht in the let- 
ter-bag and g ave it to madame, who un­ 
locked it and distributed the maiL No ex ­ 
cuse is needed for reeding letters here-and 
so for awhile every one was busy. 
After lanch the ladies chang ed

Patti started off in her 
hig h T-cart, driving and handling the lines 
like a coachman.

The Astonishing **T« mper» aee’’ Views Ad> 
veneed by Eng lish Tnrmsrs. 
[Bo sto n Co mmercial Bulletin.] 
In the county of Herts I stopped to talk 
with a farmer who was cutting ^ down his 
tail, handsome hay rick and loading the hay 
for the London market. He was a lively, 
prog ressive sort of a man, who had been an 
emig rant to Australia, and, after a long res­ 
idence there, had ag ain returned to the 
home farm in Eng land, and like many 
others who had lived yeara away from Eng ­ 
land, he had returned with many broad 
ideas in hH mind. Speaking with him of 
the bad beer-drinking habits of the Eng lish 
laborers, he said the g reat trouble was 
they would not use the beer in moderation. 
A moderate use of beer he thoug ht mig ht be 
beneficial to them. 
I asked him to tell me 
what bis idea of moderation in this reg ard 
was. He replied that in haying time, which 
in old as in New Eng land is a period when 
the farm-hand is ex pected to work unusu­ 
ally hard, a laboring man oug ht to be able 
to g et along o n a g allon of beer a day. 
If 
the men would put up with about that quan­ 
tity beer would not hurt them. 
These very 
asto nishing 
“temperance 
views I afterw ard heard advanced by o ther 
quite intelligent English farmers. 
In giving 
the statement o f the vast num ber o f arrests 
fo r drunkenness th at aro annually made in 
England, an American o ught to remember 
that laws are pro bably mo re strictly en­ 
fo rced in England than in any o ther co untry 
o n the face o f the earth. 
I fo und th at many 
English labo rers seemed to live almo st en­ 
tirely o n beer. 
A very little bread and a 
large amo unt o f beer seemed to make up 
their daily sustenance. 
I remember seeing 
an English labo rer, who had himself aban­ 
do ned its u^e, ho lding up befo re me a very 
small lo af o f tre a d—a lo af abo ut the size o f 
a co ffee e up -an d ex claiming: 
“See this; 
o ne o f o ur hard wo rkers will make a day a 
fo o d o f this, if yo u will give him beer 
eno ugh to go with it.” 
I used frequently to 
see these beer-drinkers sitting in the tap­ 
ro o ms a t all times o f the day, but they were 
mo st in the habit o f swarming into these 
places at night. 
It is o ften the custo m fo r a little clique 
o f British wo rkmen to sit do wn aro und the
